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DETAILED ACTION 
Drawings 

1. The drawings are objected to because there are 
typographical errors in the drawings such as miss spelt words, 
see e.g., "consept", Fig. 1, "flame", Fig. 1, "multiplexing", 
Fig. 2, incomplete sentence, Fig. 6, box 126, Fig. 8. Corrected 
drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are required 
in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the 
application.

In the instant case the different 
inventions Group I relates to a cellular system dealing with a 
cell boundary, selecting a slot with a larger power than other 
slots; Group II relates to using a transmission beam with a more 
narrow beam width; Group III relates to using a signal 
processing unit, an amplifying unit, and a control unit which 
controls an antenna unit. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art as shown by 
their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4 . Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given 
above and have acquired a separate status in the art because of 
their recognized divergent subject matter, restriction for 
examination purposes as indicated is proper.
